It was but three minutes past the noon 
hour when Chairman Brown's gavel fell 
and the convention was soon in as good 
order as was * possible considering the

It was here that the convention showed 
that it was not in a disposition to hear 
any more speaking than was absolutely 
necessary.

Mr. Hill’s resolution was then carried, 
this attion being followed by another 
rather spirited debate arising out of the 
situation presented by the sixth district. 
It appears that the Guerry men offered 
two members of the platform committee 
and the Terrell men put up two, and 
fhe vVéte in the district caucus was a 
tie. The question was, therefore, as to 
how the two members from the sixth 
distrtet should be selected. A number of 
those interested insisted on a call of 
the roll of the counties of the district, 
as it was claimed one county was not 
represented in the caucus. 

The convention, however, refused to 
adopt that course and decided that the 
chairman should appoint two out of the 
four members who were voted for in 
the sixth district caucus. The four mem- 
bers were J. J. Flynt, of Spalding; J. T. 
Alien, of Baldwin, both Terrell delegates, 
and J. C. Baron, of Jones, and J. H. 
Hall, of Bibb, both Guerry delegates. 

When the convention had acted Chair- 
man Brown promptly appointed Messrs. 
Flynt and Allen. General applause fol- 
lowed the announcement of these appoint- 
ments. 

Mr. Hill was then named as chairman 
of the platform committee and the com- 
mittee was appointed in accordance with 
the expression of the district delegates. 

Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, presented 6 
memorial with reference to the market- 
ing of the cotton crop, which ‘was re- 
ferred to the committee without being 
read. 

The new executive committee was then 
selected, 

Terrell Is Nominated. 

Nominations were next in order, and 
Mr. Hill proceeded to place Mr. Terrell's 
name before the convention. This he 
did in a stirring speech, commenting up- 
on Mr. Terrell’s platform and _princi- 
ples and commending him to the people 
as one who would make a noble, able, 
high-minded and honoratie executive.

ERA OF TURMOIL IS COMING 


Russell Declares, Unless the Govern- 
ment Prevents Evictions, Crisis 
Will Be Provoked. 


London, July 2.—A. long and heated de- 
bate on the Irish land question was 
precipitated in the house of commons 
tonight. Thomas W. Russell, libéral, 
mowed the adjournment of the Mouse to 
discuss the pending evictiédns from the 
estate of Lord de Freyne in Roscommon 
county, in connection with which that 
nobleman recently had writs issued 
against several members. of the Irish par- 
liamentary party whom he charged with 
conspiracy. 

Mr. Russell declared that unless the 
government intervened to prevent these 
evictions, an era of turmoil would be In- 
augurated in. the west-of Ireland, where 
there was trouble enough already. He 
said he had visited the De Freyne estate 
three times, and that he was thoroughly 
convinced of the injustice under which 
the tenants suffered. The people there 
were the poorest of the poor. He be- 
lieved one word from Mr. Wyndham, 
the chief secretary for Ireland, would set- 
tle the whole trouble, and he thought the 
reduction of the rents collected on the 
estate by 33 per cent would not be ex- 
cessive. 

Mr. Wyndham replied with some asper- 
ity that he was surprised to find Mr. 
Russel] siding against law and order. 
The rents from the De Freyne estate, he 
said, had been reduced 37 per cent itn 
the past twenty years, and he knew that 
some of the organizers were making 
money out of the agitation. His advice 
to the tenants was to pay up. This 
statement was greeted with groans from 
the house. 

Hundreds had paid up, said Mr. ynd- 
ham, and this remark was receiv with 
cheers. Many more would like to pay, 
the chief secretary added, but they were 
intimidated. Mr. Wyndham said it was 
impossible to carry out the land-purchase 
scheme in Ireland when it was interrupt- 
ed by agitators who desired to make gov- 


errniment there impossible.

SHOT DOWN BY A BURGLAR. 


Albert C. Latimer, of Brooklyn, Is 
Fatally Wounded. 

New York, July 2.—Albert C. Latimer, 
a wealthy stationer of this city, who 
lives in Brooklyn, was fatally shot early 
today at his home in a struggle with a 
burglar. The burglar escaped, leaving 
his shoes and cap behind, 

Having been awakened by his wife, who 
heard a voice, Mr. Latimer started to 
make a search. As he opened a closet 
door the burglar, masked, dashed out, 
and Mr. Latimer grappled with him. In 
the struggle the robber fired two shots, 
and after the second Mr. Latimer fell. 
His assailant then leaped over him and 
fled through a kitchen window, where 
he had entered the house. 

A policeman a block away heard the 
shots and the screams of Mrs. Latimer, 
and ran to the house. A thorough search 
was made of the neighborhood, but no 
trace of the burglar was found.

London, July 2.—A dispatch to the Reus 
ter Telegram Company from St. Peters- 
burg says there have been labor riots for 
the past few days at Rosrov-on-Don, in 
the province of Ekatrinsolav, southern 
Russia. There have been numerous col- 
lisions between the troops and the riot- 
ers. The troops fired and many of the 
rioters were killed or wounded.

IN CHATTANOOGA 


Head of Tech Addresses Educational 
Convention, 


SPEAKS AT NIGHT SESSION 


Although the Weather Is Very Hot, 
Over 500 Teachers Are in At- 
tendance—Fine Address Made 

by Rev. R. A. Roark, 
of Kentucky. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 2.—President 
Sheats, of the Southern Educational As- 
sociation, called the first business session 
of the convention to order at 9 o’clock 
this morning in the Auditortum of this 
city. The weather ts exeremely hot, but 
in spite of this fact here was an at- 
tendance of over 500 teachers throughout 
the session. 3 

There was no afternoon session, that 
time being given to departmental work. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the convention re- 
assembled. Dr. R. A. Roark, professor of 
‘pedagogy in the Kentucky etate college 
at Lexington, -Ky., was first on the pro- 
gramme, his subject being “The Larger 
View of Education.’””’ The paper was 
exhaustive and reviewed from a scientific 
standpoint the relationg of the whole peo- 
ple to the teacher; the relations of the 
teacher to the pupil and the duties of 
each. He spoke for an enlarged public 
school and for a more extended sentiment 
in behalf of a higher education and ap- 
pealed for more of the kingdom of God 
infused in the schoo} life of the child. He 
spoke of the encouraging outlook for 
higher edducation as shown by recent 
large endowments of schools of learning 
and research and urgea the southern edu- 
cators to persist and persevere in the 
good work which he belieyed before long 
would be crowned with abundantt suc- 
cess, 

Professor Hall’s Address. 

Following Dr. Roark, Professor Lyman 
Hal, president of the Georgia School of 
‘rechnlogy, delivered a lecture, filustrat- 
ed with stereopticon views, his subject 
being ‘‘Techndlogical Education in the 
Georgia School of Technology.”’ 

The lecture was accompanied by more 
than eighty stereopticon views, illustrat- 
ing in detail every part of the techno- 
logical school. The character of the 
lecture was almost altogether descripttfve. 
In conclusion he said: 

“Took on every landscape and see the 
trolley in its swift filght. ‘The flying 
chariot through the fiekis of air’ has be- 
come a reality, if not a practical utility. 

“And when we refiect upon the mirac- 

ulous action of electric waves upon ethe- 
real atoms which convey a signal across 
our trackless oceans or whisper their se- 
crets to the @#Stant vapors of the bound- 
less air, we realizé the truth of the con- 
servation of energy, and awake to the 
fact that vibration here is felt In time at 
the remotest limits of the universe and 
we see the truth of Tindall’s beautiful 
definition of light, when he said: 
. “Tt ts the transported shiver of bodies 
countles? milligns of miles distant, which 
translateg itself in human consciousness 
into the splendor of the firmament at 
night.’ ”’ 

At the conclusion of Dr. Hall’s address 
it was announced that Dr. E. A. Alder- 
man, president of Tulane. university, of 
New Orleans, who was on .the programme 
for an address on “Certain Practical Du- 
ties of the Educated Citizen,’’ was not 
present, After formal gnnouncements for 
tomorrow's programme, :made. by the 
president and the local committee, the 
convention adjourned until tomvrrow. 


MORE THAN A BANK EACH DAY 


Organized During the Year Which 


Ended June 30. 

Washington July 2.—Mr. Ridgely, the 
comptroller of the currency, today made 
the following statement regarding the or- 
ganization of the national banking asso- 
clations during the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1902: i 
“During the year ended June 30, 1902, 
there were added to the system 437 na- 
tional banking associations, with aggre- 
gate authorized capftal stock of $30,407,000, 
and with bond deposit as security for 
circulation of $6,012,750. Organizations ef- 
fected under the act of March 14, 1900, 
i. e@., with capital stock of less than 
$50,000 (in a large majority of cases, the 
capital being $25,000) numbered 273, with 
authorized capital stock of $7,247,000, the 
average capital of these associations be- 
ing approximately $26,540.

“While the recrods show that the au- 
thorized capital stock of national bank- 
ing associations has increased during the 
year from $647,666,695 to $684,061,695, or 
$36,395,000 there has been a reduction dur- 
ing that period of bonds on deposit as 
security for circulation of $9,055,700. Cir- 
culation secured by bonds has decreased 
in the sum of $9,651,872, or from $323,300,- 
683 to $314,238,811. Circulation outstand- 
ing secured by lawful money deposited

SHORT OF FUNDS 


Commissioner Yesterday. Voted 
To Borrow $15,000. 


Will Have To Continue Borrowing 
Policy Until Fall Taxes Come 
In—City Urged To Act with 
Reference to Asphalt 
Paving. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
board of county commissioners yesterday 
morning the fact developed that there 
is a casual deficiency of about $10,000 in 
the county treasury, and the finance com- 
mittee was authorized to borrow $15,000 
with which to meet current expenses. 

This deficit wil force the county to bore 
row every month until the taxes begin 
to come in during the fall, as was the 
case last year. The deficit this year, how- 
ever, will not reach the proportions of 
that of last year. It is expected that it 
will not be necessary’ to borrow more 
than $50,000 or $60,000. as there ate no 
big improvements to draw on the treasury 
as there were last year. 

The matter of fhe deficit was brought 
to the attention of the board by Com- 
missioner Walter R. Brown, chairman 
of the finance committee. After acquaint- 
ing the commissioners with the facts Com- 
missioner Brown made a motion that the 
finance committee be authorized to aé- 
cure a@ temporary loan of $15,000 at the 
best rate of interest procurable, The 
motion was passed. The money will 
mri be borrowed within the next few 

ays. 


Arsenal for the Tower. 


Another important matter before the 
board was the approval of the requisi- 
tion of Sheriff John W. Nelms for arms 
and ammunition with which to protect 
the Tower and to use in case of emer- 
gencies. The requisition provides fer 
six rifles and six shotguns, improved 
style, and 1,000 rounds of cartridges. 

Sheriff Nelms petitioned for the arse- 
nal shortly after the Pittsburg riot. He 
believes that a supply of arms and am- 
munition at the jail is a necessity. 
The arsenal will probably be installed in 
a short time and will be used in pro- 
tecting the jail and in guarding prison- 
ers. The requisition was allowed on mo- 
tion of Commissoner Anderson,

Atlanta's Official Thermometer 
Registered 98 Yesterday, 


From 4:80 to 6 O’Clock in the After- 
noon 1.29 Inches of Rain Fell. 
Thermometer Went to High- 
est Point Registered 
This Year. 


An invigorating, cooling rain descend- 
ed on Atlanta and vicinity late yesterday 
afternoon and afforded relief, temporary 
at least, from the sweltering heat wave 
that has been prevalent since June 2. 

The indications point to a continuation 
of the hot wave for the next few days, 
at which time a further change in weath- 
er conditions ts probable. There was a 
slight low barometer over the northwest 
yesterday, which was moving in this 
direction. The usua] speed of such move- 
ments is about 600 miles a day, and at 
this rate the low barometer may center 
over this section Friday night or Satur- 
day. This is expected to be followed bv 
rain. 

The rain began at 4:30 o’clock, and 
poured in torrents for an hour and a4 
half, drenching and cooling the streets 
and refreshing the atmosphere to an ap- 
preciable degree. The precipitation at 6 


o'clock was 1.29 inches. 
Vegetation of various kinds, that had 


.drooped and withered under the influence 
‘of the heat wave, felt the cool embrace 


of the big rain drops. Not. only did the 
rain prove beneficial to vegetation, but 
it also brought relief to perspiring, heat- 
ed humanity. 

The storm was local, and there was 
no general rain. New Orleans and a 
few other localities were the only places 
in the United St@tes that. enjoyed rain 
yesterday. 

It was announced at the weather bu- 
reau last night that there is no indica- 
tion for further rain today, although 
thunder storms are jikely to be generated 
almost any time the conditions are fav- 
orable. The clouds for the storm of yes- 
terday began to form about an hour be- 
fore rain descended, prior to which time 
there was no prospect of rain. 

Hottest Day of the Year. 

The official records of the weather bu- 
reau showed yesterday to have been the 
hottest day of the year. The highest 
point reached by the mercury was 9% 
degrees at 1:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Humidity was pronounced and th3 
heat intense, the thunder storm being a 
natural consequence of this condition, 
The lowest temperature of the day was 70 
degrees, these figures being recorded 
about 5:30 o'clock, during the rain. This 
marked a considerable fall in tempera- 
ture, and its effect was perceptible, 

The day started out hot, and the 
mercury gradually climbed higher and 
higher during the morning. At 5 o’clock 
in the morning the thermometer register- 
ed 74 degrees, and at 7 o'clock the mer- 
cury stood at 82 degrees. At 2-o’clock it 
had dropped from 98 to 95.5 degrees. The 
next hottest day of the year was June 
12, at which time the highest emperature 
was 96. The-hottest day in the history 
of the Atlanta weather bureau was July 
19, “887, wnen the thermometer registereg 
100 degrees. 

The dates and temperatures of the pres- 
ent heated spell are as follows: June 
25, 90; June 26, 94; June 27, 94; June 28, 91; 
June 29, 92; June 30, 91; July 1, 94, and 
July 2, 98. 

According to inforamtion from. the 
weather bureau; the excessive heat has 
ben due to a lack of high and low 
barometer. Under this condition there is 
practically no girculation of wind, which 
causes the air to become sultry. There 
has been some wind in Atlanta during 
the past two or three days, but it has 
een local and variable. During the storm 
yesterday the wind changed to the four 
points of the compass.

ALSTON MAKES HIS REPORT. 


Special Master in Case of the South- 
ern Home Building and Loan 
Association Fixes Fees. 

Robert C. Alston, special master in the 
case of the Southern Home Building and 
Loan Association, filed his report yester- 
day with the clerk of the United States 
court. 

This report shows that the total assets 
of the association as valued by the plain- 
tiffs’ attorneys at the time the company 
went into the hands of a receiver amount- 
ed to $504,000, of which amount $430,000 
was realized. The assets at present 
amount to $114,250. The amount of actual 
cash on hand is $28,000. The expense in- 
curred up to this time in closing up the 
affairs of the company amounted to $65,- 
247.55. Additional expenses will run the 
total up to $95,197.55. . 

The special master recommended that 
the receiver, Judge John T. Pendleton, 
should receive as compensation for his 
services $15,000. 

The plaintiff's attorneys, Rosser & Car- 
ter and John T. Hopkins & Son, should 
have $11,500. ; 

The fee of the receiver’s attorney, W. 
A. Wimbish, was placed at $13,500, 

The defendant's counsel, Ellis & Ellis, 
should receive $6,000 

The special master stated that a divi- 
dend of 62-3 per cent would be declared, 
and when this is paid the stockholders 
will have received a total of 712-3 per cent 
of the amount invested. 

Though the report has been sent in 
for filing, yet the master holds jurisdic- 
tion over it till Monday, July 7, to hear 
in the meantime ayiy exceptions that may 
be filed by any’ of the counsel.

Enormous Crowd Is Expected To Wit- 
ness Mimic Warfare. — 

FINE FIELD DAY. EXERCISES 

Machine Gun Will Be Seen in Action 


for the First Time in the City” 
of Atlanta—List of Officers. 


One of the big features of tomorrow’s 
Fourth of July celebration will be the 
spectacular sham battle at Piedmont 
Park just before dusk, which will be en- 
gaged in by about 400 men of the Fifth 
regiment, including infantry, cavalry and 
artillery. 

The sham battle has been projected on 
a scale the like of which has never before 
been seen in Atlanta, and many novel 
features will be introduced to make the 
mimic warfare as realistic as possible. 
For the first time in Atlanta, the ma- 
chine gun will be used. This gun will be 
stationed on the hill below the govern- 
ment building, and be the big feature of 
the battle. The machine gun fires a won- 
derful number of ashoets every minute, 
and costs about $15 a minute to operate. 

It has been arranged to have the sham 
battle take place just at the hour that 
dark approaches, so that the spectators 
can see the flash of guns and distinguish 
the movement of the men as well. One 
section of the regiment will be stationed 
on the hill under command of Major 
Barker. The opposing forces will be un- 
der command of Major Patton, of Rome. 

Prior to-the sham battle, at. tic and 
field day exercises will be hé¢ at the 
park. Several prizes have bee offered, 
and an attractive programme as been 
arranged. : ie 

From the present outlook, Plsoisont 
park wilt be packed with one of ‘the 
largest crowds on record. The sham bat- 
tle has been well advertised all over the 
state, and the Fourth of July excursions 
which always come to Atlanta will bring 
hundreds to the city for the express pur- 
pose of seeing the battle. The street car 
companies of the city have made splendid 
arrangements for handlifig the crowds 
and every effort will be made to avoid 
a rush to and from the park. The rail- 
road companies will hold all trains until 
after the battle is over, 30 that people 
from out of town will have no trouble 
in getting away at night.

Gilbert Simon Kills Alice Phinizy 
with Knife. 

Gilbert Simon, a negro hotel waiter, 
murdered Alice Phinizy, a negro cook, 
last night about 11 o’clock near*the cor- 
ner of Piedmont avenue and East Har- 
ris street by cutting her throat with a 
knife. The cause of the crime was 50 
cents. 

Simon and the woman, who lived to- 
gether at No. 10 East Harris street, had 
been queereling for two’or three hours, 
the man wanting the woman to give him 
money to gamble with. Simon found 50 
cents In a drawer where the woman had 
hidden it and he took it and started to 
leave the house. The woman ran after 
him, demanding the money. She followed 
him only a few feet from the house, when 
he drew a long-bladed knife and turning 
upon the woman he exclaimed: ‘Take 
that,”” and at the same time he cut her 
throat. 

The woman ran 50 feet, still following 
the man and demanding her moncy, 
seeming not to realize that she was seri- 
ously cut, and fell in the middle of the 
street, where she died before any one 
reathed her side. 

There were several eyewitnesses to the 
killing. Simon escaped. The coroner was 
notified and he had the body removed. A 
large crowd collected about the scene 
and between 500 and 60 negroes viewed 
the dead body as it lay in the street. The

Louisville, Ky., July 2.—War is on be- 


tween the Southern railway and the 
Louisville amd Nashville in Louisville 
over all shipments out of or into this 
city from competitive points. The Souths 
ern today issued a circular offering f 
Louisville shippers payment of drayage 
on a number of articles which are sent 
out of Louisville in large quantities and 
with which competition with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville is Nveliest. 

The action of the Southern, it !s said, 


was taken on account of the fact that the 
Louisville and Nashville had _ recently 
spent a large sum in terminal and switch- 
ing. facilities jin Louisville, putting the 
competifg roadg at a disadvantage. While 
the Louisville and Nashville will allow 
non-competing roads to use the switches 
on payment of switching charges, it will 
not allow business to or from a competi- 
tive point to pass over its local tracks. 

The Southern, by the payment of dray- 
age to its shippers, seeks to overcome 
this disadvantage. At the Southern’s 
office here it is admitted that the circular 
had been issued, but the claim wag mado 
that it was simply in compliance with 
the interstate commerce law. 


Atlanta railroad men when questioned 
agout this matter last night hardly knew 
what to think of it. In view of the gen- 
eral admission that the Southern has se- 
cured control of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville it {1s considered rather unusual for 
the two roads to begin knifing each other. 

By some the fight is regarded as a 
proof that the two roads are not really 
under the same control, but the opinion of 
the majority is that it is the same old 
bluff and the fight igs being made purely 
to fool the public Into believing that they 
are still as active competitors as they 
were in the past. 


Porter Goes with Big Four. 

Sam C. Porter, the well-known solicit- 
ing freight agent of the Frisco, has been 
appointed traveling freight agent for the 
Big Four with headquarters at Birming- 
ham, where he will report to General 
Southern Freight Agent W. F. Greaves.
